tho demands of England or Germany, 
•whose populations are at a standstill or 
nearly so. With a population of 65,000,- 
000, which is being increased 2,500,000 
annually, we must have mote money than 
can bo supplied in gold. 
Next to gold, 


silver is the most precious metal. It has 
always been used as money the worli 
over. 
England and Germany are de- 


ceiving the world regarding silver. They 
are coining it constantly for their own 
use. 
England makes enormous profits 


on the silver bullion it buys of Ameri- 
can miners at a dollar or less an ounce, 
and coins into rupees for India at $1 35 
per ounce. Says the Silver Dollar: 


"This country must have an increase 


in its circulating medium to keep up 
with the increase in population. 
"With 


at least 30,000,000 more inhabitants in 
fifteen years, to keep up the same amount 
per capita as we have now, $23, we must 
multiply 30,000,000 by 
twenty-three, 


giving us tho enormous sum of $690,000,- 
000. 
Can wo increase our _gold that 


much in the next fifteen years. 
Our 


mines are producing about $35,000,000 a 
year, and half of it is absorbed in *he 
arts. 
Dentists, jewelers, gilders, etc., 


use up an immense amount of gold 
yearly. 
The amount of gold left is too 


small for this "billion-dollar country." 
We need the silver certificate, with the 
silver dollar to back it, which costs the 
Government nothing, in fact, there is a 
largo profit in coining it. Let the free 
coiftage of silver commence; it cannot 
drive gold out of the country as it has a 
commodity value and acUlike a magnet. 


" The more silver, as well as copper, 


iron, cotton, wheat and tobacco a coun- 
try produces tho richer it becomes, and 
eventually it will draw the gold of the 
world (if we want it) to our feet."

When Your Head Is Off. 


As human curiosity has never been 


satisfied as to tho precise moment of 
death in cases of beheading, the account 
of the experiment ou a decapitated crim- 
inal by a leading scientist of Lyons is of 
absorbing interest. This tiuse the re- 
sults am more satisfactory than has 
hitherto been the case, the doctor mak- 
ing the following statement with regard 
to the manifestations of consciousness 
after the head had been separated from 
the body; That the head, on being sep- 
arated from the body, remains in posses- 
sion of all its faculties, if the hemor- 
rhage does not pass certain limits. The 
proportion of oxygen in the blood is suf- 
ficient for keeping up tho nervous func- 
tions for a brief space, never exceeding 
half a minute. 
That the repeated open- 


ing and closing of tho jaws after the 
separation of the head from the body 
are nothing but the reflex action com- 
mon in cases of acute asphyxia.—St. 
Louis Republic.
